Our navy 
bill alone this year (1913) calls for 
over S150.000.000. and we are told that 
we need an additional quota of 3.000 
oScers and 6.000 men properly to man 
the ships we have. We have spent 
nearly two billions of dollars on our 
navy alone within the -last thirty 
vears. During the last decade we have 
SDent upon warships one-half billion 
dollars "more than France, one-half 
billion more than Germany, and one 
billion dollars more than Japan, and 
yet we are told that every "patriot" 
Tvill subscribe to a larger and larger 
navy for fear of a possible increase in 
the "navy budgets of France. Germany. 
or Japan. We have ten navy yards 
and eighteen navy stations, while the 
last Secretary of the Navy said that 
ive need only three. 


Our navy to-day is composed of 277 


-essels. which, includes 38 battleships. 
11 marine cruisers, 63 submarines. 28 
tornedo-boats, and 54 destroyers, yet 
Congressman Hobson insists that our 
nation should he guided in its policy 
of additional battleship construction 
by adding the average annual addi- 
tional construction in ^Germany to the 
average annual addition construction 
in Japan. In other words. Mr. Hob- 
son's conception of an efficient naval 
program for the United States is the 
annual construction of four dread- 
naughts and two battle cruisers all 'on 
the astounding assumption that' Ger- 
many and Japan only await the chance 
to open their guns o'n some vital por- 
tion of our national anatomy. 


We have 32 13-inch guns in our navy 


each capable of sending a 1100-pound 
shell 13 miles, firing tnree shells 
minute. We have 52 14-inch guns in 
our navy, each capable of. sending 
1400-pound shell 14 Allies, firing -three 
shells a minute. Each shot uses from 
300 to 400 pounds of powder, and the 
great gun. which deteriorates rapidlj 
with u.-e. costs approximately §50.000 
But the significant fact is that no na 
tion save England has a potential 
navy power as sreat as ours.

single animal or bird left in the Com- 
monwealth. If we had 400.000 hunters 
and each killed but five rabbits, a fair 
average, 2,000.000 rabbits were killed; 
if each killed but two ruffed grouse, 
that would mean SOO.OOO ruffed grouse. 
If tile game Is to be continued the sea- 
sons during which men may hunt must 
be restricted, vermin must be exter- 
minated and our game birds must be 
cared for during severe winter weath- 
er." • 


Seventy-two elk were released in the 


State during the year. 50 of the num- 
ber haying been secured from Wyom- 
ing. Fourteen of these animals died. 
apparently as a result of the change 
iu altitude. 
The other 22 elk released] 


were secured from a preserve in Mon-~ 
roe county, where they were bred and 
raised. All the elk released evinced a 
disposition to wander far from the lo- 
cality where they were placed, some of 
them having been s^en 40 miles away 
within a week after they were turned 
loose. 
Experiments and research into the 


question of rearing wild game in cap- 
livity has convinced Secretary Kalb- 
fus that better results can be gained 
by establishing more and larger game 
sanctuaries on State lauds in the vari- 
ous counties in the State, where no 
hunting or trapping is allowed at any 
season of the year. Here game will 
increase in its natural state and may 
be trapped by " State employes 
and 


transferred to other localities with a 
reasonable certainty that the end de- 
sired 
will be attained. 
Ring-neck 


pheasants and Hungarian quail may 
be bred in captivity, but so far these 
birds have proven a failure when left 
to take care of themselves, for the very 
simple reason that they are not "bud- 
ders." KiitTed grouse and wild turkey 
will survive in ^ almost any weather, 
since they eat buds from the end of 
twig:? when the ground is covered with 
snow. 


The Secretary recommends the thirty 


days of November as tlie only open sea- 
son for game birds in Pennsylvania. 


The Game Commission did not back 


up the hunters" license act. the bill 
having been defeated three years ago 
when the commission -ivas fighting for 
its passage. The Secretary finds some 
fav.'t with sections oC the act. but 
great benefit, he adds, will also come 
from it. It fixes a revenue for game 
protection and the cry cannot be rais- 
ed that money sportsmen want is taken 
from hospitals, schools or highways: 
it establishes a bounty fund and'makes 
possible the restocking of the forests.- 


The game reserves are doing a great 


work and the report says the license 
fund, wlien available, after being spe- 
cifically appropriated by the next legis- 
lature can also be used for the estab- 
lijaiieni of at least one reserve in every 
county where the State owns forest 
land. The peace and safety ;o animals 
and birds in the reserves is responsi- 
ble. Dr. Kalbfns thinks, for the great 
increase in the game.

Reduced to its simplest terms we 


may say that insurance is the science 
of taking the burdens- of misfortune 
which have been' loaded on the shoul- 
ders of an individual and distributing 
them among the many in such a way 
that their weight will not' be felt a: 
irksome by anyone. We may look "upon 
insurance as the science which reme- 
dies and alleviates in whole or in part 
the effects of the destructive forces 
about u?. 
Fire, when uncontrolled, 


often becomes such a force, but'when 
a building burns down, through insur- 
ance -the community as a whole reim 
burses the owner for the bulk of his 
loss, so that his life plan many not be 
upset. And this is not only protection 
for the owner from what may be B. 
serious setback, but it also benefits the 
community because it prevents a finan 
cial disturbance vhich in extreme 
cases might carry in its train a_ series 
of disasters to the many. A vessel is 
wrecked by a storm at sea, but be- 
ckus.e it is insured, the loss being "thus 
borne in large part by the shipping 
trade as a whole, the owners usually 
build or buy another vessel with which 
to carry on their business. Consequent- 
ly the even tenor of the way of "the 
shipping bnriness has not been serious- 
ly inte'rferred with and the baneful, fi- 
nancial effects of the disaster ha^-e been 
reduced to a minimum.' 
The bread 


winner of a family is incapacitated by 
sickness or accident, but starvation 
and want will not come in at the door 
of his home if he carried health and 
accident insurance.. What a blessing 
such a. protection""is to him and to the 
loved ones who have actually felt the 
pinch of poverty brought on by dis- 
aster or diseas^e. The grim reaper of 
death suddenly strikes down In the 
prime of life the bead of a growing 
family. Who has not known of cases 
where a helpless mother and her lit- 
tle children have been'as a result left 
penniless and witnout any visible 
means of support, left to the not al- 
ways tender mercies of a cold and 
sometimes even cruel -world. While no 
insurance money can revive or wholly 
replace the loved one, it does provide 
a haven of refuge to those who have 
been widowed and orphaned and left 
stranded on the rockbound coast of 
life. Kind, friends may give generous 
aid and charity may alleviate the most 
hopeless cases' of want, yet at best 
these agencies can never be more than 
temporary makeshifts. 
Insurance* is 


the only organized and effective agency 
whose business it is to provide"for the 
dependent ones. And what a grand 
and glorious^ thing it is to be connected 
with an industry -whose chief aim and 
object is is to provide for the depend- 
ent ones by distributing the losses of 
the few who are ill prepared to meet 
them on the many in such a way that 
it will not become a Burden on anyone! 
A carping critic may say that while 
insurance does relieve the few from 
distress it merely distributes the bur- 
den to more shoulders, the total load 
of want- and misery, is not lessened. 
Such', however .is not really the case. 
The man who sits down to write out 
his check tor the payment of his in- 
surance premium may momentarily 
feel a little twinge of pain, because the 
neighborhood of a man's purse pocket! 
is the tenderest spot on his anatomy, 
but then when lie remembers that it 
will protect his loved ones from want, 
or himself from possible grevious finan- 
cial loss, he signs and sends the check 
with a light heart. In other words, 
insurance is the magic wand which in 
touching the heavy burdens of the un- 
fortunate, cause them to practically 
vanish ia thin air. 


There are no boundaries to the field 


for insurance because no limits can be 
prescribed within which destructive 
forces can be excluded. Because fire. 
storm, accident, dedications, disease 
and death, appear wherever man ap 
pears .there can be no human being 
who is not in need of the protection 
that insurance affords. In other words, 
with the exception of the consolation 
of religion, insurance is the universal 
solvent of the-JDu!t;tudmous material 
woes of mankind. 


if then insurance is the closest ap- 


proximation that we have to a univer- 
sal remedy for the hurts ot" mankind, 
it follows that its healing powers 
should be proclaimed abroad to all 
men. 
The destructive forces are every 


where in operation, but insurance, the 
agency which can in a very large meas- 
ure again build up that -which has 
been destroyed, has so far had only a 
limited application. In order then that 
the sphere of the good works of insur- 
ance may be extended to include all 
there is a crying need for the initiation 
and the carrying on of a vigorous canv 
nairu for more insurance education, 
j 


~At first sight the task of educating j 
our whole population along insurance) 
lines seems almost superhuman, but if] 
we will bui wisely cjafce use of the ed- j 
ncaiional machinery oi schools, pre.*s] 
and rosjrwm already at hand, the n:i i 
ilenakinsr is .-within the realm of p 
enr possibilities. -Allow j^e to r- 
out some of she <3bv5*";s. means now ai j 
onr disposal. For instance, in moss of { 
our schools and factories there are fire) 
drill*, and careful directions are jnv-er. j 
how to prevent fire, how to confine and j 
put it out when started, and how to in- 
5>uri> safety for all persons on the 
premises 5n case it srets beyond ocntrol. 
1l would be a small matter to add a 
little more instruction pointing out 
how any damage thai has been done 'o 
propvrly or person can and should 3v 
in the- main indemnified by insurance 
wisely placed. 


Health and hygiene certainly are or 


should be taught in every school ofj 
every grade in tbe land. The lives and] 
srood health of the people of any na- { 
iion are incomparably its greatest as j 
sets and no effort or expense should be j 
spared Jo conserve them. After thoj 


human life, sickness and death are 
sure .some day to bw the. lot of all, then 
is the psychological moment to tell 
thiiin about insurance, (lie only orga- 
nixcd and effective means which civi- 
lization has as yet discovered which 
can In a large measure remove or at 
Iwist minimize the anxiety and want 
that may as a result be brought upon 
thobe who are more or less dependent 
on UK; activities and earnings of the 
one who is stricken. 


Safety first is becoming more and 


more the slogan in our factories and 
on our railroads, and the movement 
whose tendency it shows is a most en- 
couraging sign of the times. But as 
absolute safety is impossible, while ac- 
cident insurance is within the reach 
of all, the slogan should be insurance 
protection before he exposes himself 
to a hazzard. When he enters a shop 
to work he should be fortified by an in- 
surance policy even before he avails 
himself of the protection of wheel, belt 
and gear guards or other safety de- 
vices. It is good sense for a travelei 
to prefer a steel passenger coach to- 
one made of wood, but since people are 
sometimes injured even in steel cars 
the really wist, man will avail himself 
of insurance protection which can al- 
ways be depended ^upou before he en- 
ters any ear, steel'or wooden. . In or- 
der then to secure the full benefits to 
the public from a campaign for safety, 
its twin sister, "insurance, should al- 
ways be brought in and properly intro- 
duced, and that is a task which would 
involve very little additional labor and 
expense.

President Wilson has been outlining 


to bis cabinet the Anti-Trust Message 
he will send to Congress. 


Peace and not war, , a feeling of 


friendly conciliation rather than ot 
hostile antagonism, and yet a construc- 
tive program that will eliminate uncer- 
tainty aoout the law and stimulate the 
growth of legitimate business, these 
are the fundamentals of the President's 
plan of action, to be embodied in the 
message which be will read at a joint 
session of Congress next week. 


While the President has not yet re- 


vealed his views on detailed legisla- 
tion, he hopes tnat his message will be 
rhe guiding influence tnat will keep the 
scope of activity within a well-defined 
•ompas.3, eliminating so far as possi- 
ole any congestion of radical bills that 
might be misinterpreted by the outside 
world.

Proposed Civil Service Exemption 


The postoitice appropriation bill now 


before Congress has attached thereto 
a rider exempting 2400 assistant post 
masters' from civil service. The rider 
is in line of the removal of (he deputy 
internal revenue collectors and deputy 
marshalls from the, service. All these 
oilicials had been included In the ser- 
vice by executive orders and not by 
'acts of congress. The fate of the rider 
will- likely he determined after confer- 
ence between Pres'dent Wilson and 
congressional leaders. 


The text of the rider: 
"That h6reafter any assistant post- 


master,who may he ^quired by law or 
by the authority or 'direction of the 
Postmaster-General to execute a bond 
to the Postmaster-General to secure 
faithful performance of official duty 
may he appointed by said Postmaster- 
General, who may require such bond 
without regard to the provisions of an 
act of Congress entitled 'An act to 
regulate and improve the civil service 
of the United States' approved January

General shall • have power to revoke 
the appointment of any assistant post- 
master and appoint liis successor at 
his discreation without regard to the 
act. amendments, rules'or regulations 
aforesaid."
